determining the measure's fate. 


Administration leaders placed the 


Bauer Cincinnati Rapid Transit bill 
on the working calendar in the house 
and later removed it on suggestion 
from the governor's office, it 
was 


said. ,This move excited the anger 
of Cincinnati representatives. 
The 


only answer given them by the house 
leader Whittemore was that this had 
been removed "as the result of an 
agreement.'1 It was reported that the 
Cincinnati business men had consent- 
ed tc its being v;ithheld until the li- 
cense deceutralizer is 
passed 
but 


there was no confirmation on this 
point. 


Senator leaders 
explained their 


tentative plans for preventing a final 
vote today by saying they had heard 
from Cincinnati that a delegation of 
prominent citizens would arrive late 
today to urge the Hamilton county 
senators to vote for the MeDermott 
measure. 
Liberal Republican sena- 


tors other than Hamilton county men 
also held in reserve today an amend- 
ment to make counties the licensing 
units. 


If vote on the McDcrmott bill is 


not taken today, it is probable the 
fight will be postponed until 
next 


week, since the house today adopted 
a resolution calling for a recess to- 
night until next Thursday. The sen- 
ate planned to take similar action 
when it convened.

Tiflis, Transcaucasia, Wednesday, 


May 5.—-Via Petrograd and London, 
May 7.—It has been officially estab- 
lished in Tiflis that 
the 
Turkish 


forces who recently, under the com- 
mand of Thali Bey, occupied Oilman, 
numbered 18,000 men. 
This shows 


that their numerical strength 
was 


greater than that of the 
Russians 


and even in the final battle the Turks 
outnumbered their antagonists. 
The 


trophies taken by the Russians were 
a complete hospital outfit and enor- 
mous quantities of stores. It is not 
yet known how many prisoners were 
taken. 
The Turkish commander and 


the members of his staff all had nar- 
row escapes from capture.

Reports received by Armenians re- 


siding in Tiflis, relate the murder of 
a member of the Turkish parliament 
from Van,

worker named Ishkan, together with 
four companions, also lost 
his 
life 


with Wraman. The six men, at the 
time they were killed, were on their 
way to Shattuck to lead in the de- 
fense of the place against the Kurds. 
Ishkan also was a resident of Van. 
This Armenian city in Asiatic Tur- 


key was bombarded by 500 Turkish 
regular troops who had with them 
three pieces of artillery. Armenians 
numbering 860 assembled in the vil- 
lage of Saragunis to oppose the mur- 
derous bands of Kurds threatening 
that place but the Kurds were aided 
by Turkish regulars and after a long 
struggle the detachment of Arme- 
nians were all wiped out with the 
exception of eight men who ultimate- 
ly found shelter in the monastery of 
St. Tativis. 


An agent of the 
Armenian aid 


committee, after a protracted trip 
from Alashkirt to Dayzet, has re- 
ported that this region is fully occu- 
pied by Russians and that 6000 out 
of 25,000 refugees have returned to 
their homes. 


The agent reports that many vil- 


lages have been destroyed and that 
without exception, every village has 
been more or less damaged. 
The 


aid committee is buying back cat- 
tle and buffaloes 
looted 
by 
the 


Kurds. 


The agent reports that he has been 


successful in bringing about a gen- 
eral return of Christians to the dis- 
trict east of Lake Untmiah. He says 
that 850 Armenian women have been 
sold into slavery by the Kurds, but 
that this number is generally believ- 
ed to be much greater. It is report- 
ed that a total of 5000 
Christians 


have been killed. 
Some estimates, 


however, place the total as high as 
10,000.

revolver thrust through the broken 
window. 
The state contends that 


the shooting occurred while it was 
yet daylight and opposes the theory 
of the defense that the assailant es- 
caped in the darkness. 


Before Dr. Carman was called to 


the stand, William R. Smith, engi- 
neer of the electric light plant at 
Freeport, testified that the street 
lights were turned on at 8:10 o'clock 
on the night of the shooting. 


Mrs. Florence 
C. Carman was 


ready to testify in her own defense 
today in her second trial for 
the 


murder of Mrs. Louise D. Bailey. At 
the previous trial Mrs. Carman ad- 
mitted placing a telephonic device in 
her husband's office to hear his con- 
versations with his patients and said 
she had 'once rapped at the window 
through which the fatal shot was 
fired when a nurse called upon Dr.

Belief was sent out from Queenstown. If she floated 


a reasonable length of time lief ore going down, it is pos- 
sible that some of the rescuing ships got to her side. It 
is thought that the Lusitania's water tight bulkheads 
would tend to keep her afloat.

13 miles southwest of Cork. It lies near the entrance of St. George Channel' 
between Ireland and England, through which trans-Atlantic vessels pass on 
their way to Liverpool.

She sailed from this port last Satur- 
day, May 1, and carried in addition 
to her own large passenger list, 163 
passengers transferred to her from 
the Anchor liner Cameronia. 


The news of her sinking was an-

Charles P. Summer, general agent

would not be attended by any risk 
whatever r.s the liner had a speed of 
25 1-2 knots and was provided with 
unusual water tight bulkheads. 


In commenting on the report of 


the torpedoing of the Lusitania to-

ed in Three Days.

Youngstown, O., May 7.— Depu- 


ty State Fire Marshals engaged here 
in the clean-up campaign have con- 
demned thus far about 120 
build- 


ings and are bitter in their denuncia- 
tion of the conditions which exist in 
Youngstown, claiming them to 
be; 
the worst in the state. 


Four deputy state fire marshals 


are engaged in the work including 
D. J. Conner, local deputy. The vis- 
itors are John Baird 
of Newark, 


John W. Holdden of New Lexington 
and S. A. Anderson of Millersburg. 


In the past three days 
the fire 


marshals have found many buildings 
which are fire hazards and 
which 


they have ordered torn down within 
the next 30 days. 
The men 
claim 


to have found several barns con- 
structed of wood and situated within 
the fire zones which they claim is 
contrary to the law and which they 
claim were erected through the laxity 
of the city building department. 


A bakery was found to be located 


on the first floor of a building 
in 


such a conditions that 
soap 
suds 


from wash tubs located on the floor 
above dripped down into the 
bake 


shop. 


The inspectors said that 
usually 


about six buildings a week are con- 
demned in the ordinary city but that 
in Youngstown 31 
buildings were 


condemned Monday, 21 Tuesday and 
about GO Wednesday. Many of these 
buildings are sheds and out houses 
which have not been used 
for 
the 


past several years but which have 
been permitted to stand. 


In several instances barns 
were 


found within the fire zones 
which 


were built of wood from dry goods 
boxes which is said to be contrary 
to the city laws. When these build- 
ings were found to be in such a con- 
dition that they were considered a 
fire hazard they were torn down but 
frequently the inspectors were un- 
able to order their destruction and 
were compelled to permit them 
to 


stand. 


The work here will continue for 


the next few days and it is expected 
by that time to have several hundred 
buildings condemned. 
Unless the 


rondemnod buildings are razed with- 
in 30 days. Fire Marshal Connor will 
cause state wreckers to do the work

He 


was red haired, with a wide face and 
round blue eyes. Five feet eight inches 
m height, he had a short-body and long 
legs. His comrades called him "le rou- 
geot," which was equivalent to "car- 
rots" or "bricktop." He was forty-six 
years old at Waterloo. So was Na- 
poleon. So was Wellington. Marsha 
Ney was a man who was trained to the 
hardships of a workman's life. His 
father was a cooper, and in his boy- 
hood work in his father's business he 
was accustomed to toil and exposure.

The steamer Albatross, which is used 


by oceanograiihers, makes records of 
deep sea temperatures. 
These tem- 


perature observations prove that the 
ocean has a far more limited range of 
heat and cold than the land, its maxi- 
mum surface temperature being about 
85 degrees F., and its minimum about 
29 degrees F. in the most frigid 
depths, the "cold puddles" between 
Greenland nnd Norway. The average 
ocean temperature at a depth of six or 
seven hundred fathoms is 30 degrees 
P. 
One of the mysteries of the seg 


is a regular nightly temperature riss 
of half a degree at a depth of 100 
fathoms. This unaccountable tempera- 
ture variation has been observed by 
the Albatross over and over again.-~ 
American Magazine. 


Why Teeth Chatter. 


Although the muscles which affect 


the action of the jaws are especially 
under the control of the brain, the 
chattering of the teeth is really a 
spasm caused by chill or fear, and all 
spasms act independent of the "will. 
The muscles which operate the jaw act 
in a series of involuntary little con- 
tractions which pnlJ the jaw up and 
permit it to fall of its own weight. 
This action is quick, and the chattering 
occurs from frequent repetition. The 
cold hfts a similar effect upon the Jaw 
muscles to that which some poisons 
have in causiiit,' spasmodic action in 
other parts of the body.

Missouri, partlculmly the Ozark hills, 


furnishes the greater part of tbe wood 
used In making lead pencils. Though 
many other varieties have been tried, 
none has proved <w satisfactory its tbe 
red cedar. Tbe cedars grow on the 
rocky hillsides all through the Wbite 
river district of Missouri. They are 
small, stunted trees, seldom reaching u 
diameter of more than a foot at the 
butt. Tbe logs are either hauled to the 
railroad and sent to the mill or floated 
lii rafts down the river. At the mill 
the logs are first cut lengthwise by cir- 
cular saws Into planks.. These are cut 
Into right lengths for load pencils, and 
those chunks go Into the hands of meu 
who with circular su\vs rip them up 
into what are called "blats." Only the 
red heart of tbe log is used. The white 
sapwood Is thrown away. The slats 
are bound In bundles and sent to New 
York, where tbe greater part are work- 
ed up into lead pencils, and the remain- 
der goes to lead pencil factories in Ger- 
many and other European countries.— 
Exchange.
